Prime Minister Bill Lenihan will face stiff problems deliver- 
ing the Throne speech at 7 pm in the Union Ballroom tonight as 
leader of the first NOP government in the history of McGill's 
Model Parliament. 

Governor-General George Kubanek concedes that this gov- 
ernment, controlling only 23 out of a possible 60 seats white 
the Liberal Opposition holds 21, will probably fall on the second 
night. 



Tlie possibility of members 
crossing the floor is somewhat 
remote, although Lctiihan anti- 
cipates some LilMral and Con- 
servatlve support. According to 
Model Parliament regulations, 
MP's are appointed daily and 
maintain their scats until 11 pm. 
However, since voting was con- 
ducted by party rather than 
candidate, MP's face the threat 
of expulsion at the conclusion 
of each session should- they re- 
ject the party line. 

There seems to be some con- 
fusion on the parts of various 
party leaders concerning emi- 
nent or existent coalitions. 
When asked about the possibi- 
lities, Opposition leader Cliff 
Post claimed that, to his mind, 
the formation of such alliances 
was contradictory to the con- 
cept of a responsible opposition, 
a rôle which the Liberals in- 
tend to uphold. He added that 
he had been approached directly 
by one party with an offer of 
support, should he attempt to 
form a government, and that 
indirectly "other parties have 
offered support". 

The PC's (9 seats) denied ha- 
ving approached the Liberals, 
adding that there had been dis- 
cussion, but as they couldn't 
agree, nothing had come of the 



til the Liberals arc unable to 
agree with the Government's po- 
licies. They wish to avoid the 
faults of past oppositions, the 
"Diefcnbaker tactics and fili- 
bustering," and debate the 
issues. 

PC leader Fred Harris denied 
intentions to defeat the govern- 
ment, but added that "I might

Students capture 
robbery suspect

"Americans in Asia are basically aliens, of a 
different race, religion and culture. Moreover, Viet- 
namese are nationalistic and race conscious in their 
outlook. As one on-the-spot observer pointed out, "if 
you imagine a Chinese Sheriff speaking Cantonese 
and trying to keep order in Tombstone, Ariz., in its 
heyday, you will begin to get the problem'. " 

When Senator McGovern of Dakota drev/ this 
onalogy In the Senate on January 15, he was stating 
something that has been overlooked. Nevertheless, 
his comparison Is more colourful 'than precise; for 
the "American presence" in South Vietnam — that Is, 
23.000 soldiers, fighter-bombers and surface-to-air 
guided missiles — is not there to preserve law and 
order. As the New York Times put it yesterday, in 
Vietnam the U.S. is engaged in a war. Any attempt 
1o preserve the myth of "advisers" was shattered on 
Sunday when 49 U.S. fighters bombed and strafed 



military installations in North Vietnam. There wos 
no South Vietnamese air participation. The Americ- 
ans were thus open to accusations that they had 
acted unilaterally; this goes far to explain the second 
raid, this lime Involving South Vietnamese and U.S. 
aircraft. Again, the attack was on North Vietnam. 

The Administration's case at this time appears 
even weaker than during the Tonkin incidents. This 
time no evidence has been made public of North 
Vietnamese involvement tn the Viet Cong attack on 
U.S. installations. The 81 -mm mortars used by the 
Viet Cong in the raid were captured American 
weapons, a point that was omitted by Secretary Mc- 
Nomora at his press conference. Nor does the "lest 
of will" explanation help very much. This particular 
attack was much smaller than previous Viet Cong 
sorties. In fact, some commentators hove questioned 
whether the U.S. shelling of North Vietnam was in 
any way retaliatory; they point to the coincidence 
that somehow, conveniently, the three attack-carriers 



ef the U.S. Seventh Fleet |ust happened to be near f 
the North Vietnamese coast in time to release the '< 
attacking planes, when the usual pattern Is one of 
dispersal, with each carrier operating hundreds of 
miles apart. 

Whatever the truth of the incident. It It clear 
that the Viet Cong ore in effective control of the situ- 
ation; furthermore, there Is no particular reason to 
believe that the U.S. is any more welcome now than 
were the French in the past. Nor are pious platitudes 
about breaking Geneva agreements altogether per- 
suasive, despite the Administration's charges. All 
agreements have been broken, over and over again. 
The training and supply of commando raids by the 
U.S. into North Vietnam, raids which hove been con- 
' tinuing for the last five years, constitute a clear viola- 
tion of the Geneva agreentent. of 1954. Needless to 
add, the success of these commando raids has been 
nil. 

In the meantime, U.S. Involvement in this 
frightful war is meeting more and more opposition 
of home. The recent attempt to encourage poverty- 
stricken South American countries to join In has met 
with a cold shoulder; a declaration now circulating 
on more than 100 U.S. campuses stales t "We, the 
undersigned, are young Americans of draft age. We 
are opposed to U.S. intervention in the war in South 
Vietnam. United States' participation in that war is 
for the suppression of the Vietnamese struggle for 
self-determination and notional Independence. We 
herewith stale our refusal to fight against the people 
of South Vietnam." And Senator Morse has echoed 
the feelings of many when he criticizes "the pious 
phrdises . . . about defending freedom In South Viet- 
nam. There is no freedom in South Vietnam. I think 
even the American people know that to say we are 
defending freedom in South Vietnam Is a travesty 
upon the word." It is doubtful whether this shabby 
war con be supported any longer.
